new Polish ambassador to his face 
that his country “failed to fulfill 
Its pledge to hold a free election. 
At the same time, the President 
formally accepted JOzef Winiewicz 
representative of the Warsaw 
government. This ceremony symbol­ 
ized what officials privately admit 
is the failure of a major American 
policy—an effort to put control of 
the government into the hands of 
the Polish people. 
For the time being. American 
policy appears to have been thrown 
on the defensive by the political ad­ 
vances of the Communist-dominated 
Polish administration. In the back­ 
ground, however, is a reported de­ 
termination of top officials to deny 
to Poland such economic aid as they 
can when that would hurt the gov- 
renment but not the masses of the 
Polish people. 
Winewicz carried to the President 
the standard form of statement 
which any diplomat ordinarily pre­ 
sents when he makes his first White 
House call. 
This, emphasizing hope of good 
relations between Poland and the 
United States, spoke of the wartime 
suffering of the Polish nation. It 
mentioned also Poland’s Intention to 
share the search for “a better future 
and democratic foundations’* for s 
peaceful world. 
MT. Truman’s terse, sharp re­ 
sponse was in dramatic contrast. 
After saying that he accepted 
Winiewicz ss ambassador “of the 
Republic of Poland’* the President 
said that the American people and 
the Polish people had a long history 
of common sympathy. 
In fact. Mr. Truman continued, it 
was to express this “interest in the 
Polish 
people” 
that 
the 
United 
States Joined with Britain and Rus­ 
sia at the Yalta and Potsdam con­ 
ferences to guarantee free elections. 
He reminded that the Polish gov­ 
ernment “pledged itself to carry 
out” this guarantee.

The gangland caar, who per.sonl- 
fied tlie era of bloody lawlessness 
tliat reached its peak in tiie twilight 
of prohibition, wa.s buried in Mt. 
Olivet Cemetery with fewer than 
two score persons looking on. 
Although denied a requiem mass. 
Capone was buried in the family 
plot in consecrated ground. KLsgr. 
William Gorman, formerly the Ca­ 
pone family’s priest, conducted the 
simple services in a wind-whipped 
tent erected over the grave. 
Msgr. Gorman earlier told news­ 
men, “the (Roman Catholic) church 
never condones evil, nor the evil in 
any m an’s life. This very brief 
ceremony is to recognize his (Ca­ 
pone’s) penitence and tiw fact he 
died fortified by the sacraments of 
the church.” 
Capone's wife, Mae; his mother, 
Theresa; his brother, Ralph, and his 
son. Buddy, and two other women 
attended the brief services. 
More than a score of men who 
declined to reveal their names or 
submit to photographs were a t the 
ceremony. Old time newsmen said 
they recognized several of them as 
members of the old Capone garg. 
Capone, who buried his important 
friends and enemies In a bur.st of 
gari.sh splendor, once would ha/e 
scoffed at the simplicity accorded 
his own funeral.

WAisHINGTON. Feb. 4 — A new 
liberalism Is coming back to Amer­ 
ica throug h the Republican Con- 
g res-s. 
Instead of sitting by and letting 
judicial “interpretation” take away 
fundamental rig hts which were re­ 
served to the people under the Con­ 
stitution. the new Cong ress is g oing 
to let the people decide how and 
when they waril to chang e the Con­ 
stitution. 
At least two important constitu­ 
tional am ^idm ents have been intro­ 
duced—one limiting presidential ten­ 
ure to two terms of four years each 
and the other prescribing that all 
federal justices shall hold office for 
ten years and be subject to re­ 
appointment by the President and 
confirmation by the Senate. 
The new proposal for a chang e in 
the life tenure of Justices has just 
been introduced by Representative 
Lawrence H. Smith, Republican, of 
Wisconsin, who has served several 
years in the House and is one of it* 
able members. 
It is proposed th at the Justices, 
including those of the Supreme 
Court, shall be checked penodicaUy 
bv the people alter ten years of ser­ 
vice and th at pre.sent Justices shall, 
not serve beyond ten years after 
they took the oath of office or not 
after Dec. 31. 1948, whichever Is 
earlier, but that they may be elig i­ 
ble for reappointment. 
Charg es Courts Have Been “Paeked” 
Repre.sentative Smith points out 
that the federal courts have been 
“packed” with New Dealers and that 
the Supreme Court, particularly in 
the “portal to portal” ca.-.e. ha* been 
up.surg ing leg islative functions. 
It ha.s been erroneously said by 
some ob.servers that the new plan 
proposes to do what was condemned 
g enerally when in 1937 the late 
President Roosevelt—indig nant over 
toe decision» of the Ju.stlce* then 
sitting because they refused to hold 
valid his New Deal laws—tried to 
enlarg e and “pack” the court.

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Tax exemption Controversy 
finds Way To Circuit Court 


A bill introduced In the M aryland General As- 
mmbly by Senator Robert B. Kimble, would, possibly, 
lf enacted into law, put an end to a long-standing 
practice of exempting from taxation industries in 
Allegany County. 
This action, to be sure, has come 
too late to prevent exemption of the Kelly Springfield 
T n t Company from paym ent of levies on tools and 
m achinery for a t least five years, unless the Circuit 
Court finds that, as charged by Jam es H. Reed, a tax ­ 
payer. the County Commissioners violated a provision 
of a M aryland law dealing with exemptions. 
The 
petitioner contends the law prohibits the granting of 
third exemptions to any one company or corporation. 
This action has been filed “on behalf of the com­ 
plainant and all similarly situated taxpayers” in Alle­ 
gany County. 
The Court has ordered the Commis­ 
sioners to show cause on or before February 20 why 
the petition should not be granted. 
W hen the 
County Commissioners denied 
an 
exemption to the Kelly Company a year ago it was 
generally accepted as establishing a policy. 
On th a t 
occasion, as was the case this year, the request by 
the Kelly company for tax exemption was opposed 
by Commissioner Wilkinson, an employe of the peti­ 
tioning firm, and with the aid of Commissioner Lem- 
m ert s vote he accomplished th a t in which he failed 
a year 
ago—exempting 
the 
company. 
Mr. Reed, 
In his petition to the Court, contends Commissioner 
Wilkinson violated his oath by not disqualifying him ­ 
self from taking action on the order, and cites the 
fact his vote was necessary for the passage of th a t 
order. 


Commissioners Wilkinson and Lemmert, in the re­ 
cent transaction, argued th a t the Kelly company 
should be granted the same privileges as th a t en­ 
joy* d by the Celancse Corporation of America and 
the West Virginia Pulp and Paper Company. 
While 
it is true th a t some acts of one board of commission­ 
ers may not be binding on incoming boards (and the 
exemption action m ight be one), it was a generally 
accepted belief th a t it was the desire of the commis­ 
sioners to have succeeding boards deny those com­ 
panies further exemptions when their present tax-free 
periods expired, alto the refusal of the board a year 
ago to grant the Kelly company further exemption was 
taken for granted as putting the others on notice 
th at they would be refused. 
The rank and file of taxpayers are against further 
exemptions of any part of industries from taxation, 
ar.d they certainly had a right to believe the custom 
was being brought to an orderly end. 
They find it 
difficult to agree w ith Commissioners Wilkinson and 
Lemmert th at the Kelly exemption was justified. 
It m ight be pointed out th a t the businesses of 
the three concerns enjoying tax exemptions are not 
competitive In nature, and therefore no financial dis­ 
advantage would be suffered by one over the other had 
the Kelly request been denied. 
B ut those who m ust 
pay taxes are placed at a disadvantage because the 
exemption granted the Kelly company comes a t a 
tim e when the county is finding it difficult to unearth 
additional revenue without further tapping the pocket­ 
books of homeowners to m eet the demands of various 
departm ents of the county government. 
Those departm ents are finding it almost impos­ 
sible to function on present-day budgets, and the in­ 
creased costs of operation m ust be m et to some ex­ 
tent. 
The approxim ate $42,000 the Kelly company 
Is excused from paying to the county in each of the 
next five years would aid to some degree in meeting 
these costs. 
On the other hand, the am ount th at will be denied 
the county by the action of Commissioners Wilkinson 
and Lemmert will give the Kelly company little 
financial relief, <lf th at were needed), because, as 
Commissioner Holmes pointed out in voting against 
the exemption, much of the am ount the company will 
not have to pay the county must be paid the Federal 
g vernm ent—assessments no company or individual 
can escape paying.

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ELBOW INJURIES 
T 


HE 
elbow is difficult to de­ 
scribe without recourse to an­ 
atomical drawings. 
The struc­ 
ture is made up of three bones. 
The 
humerus, which forms the 
upper arm. is one part of the hinge. 
On its inside 
is 
found the tiny 
notch 
known colloquially 
as the 
"fiinnybone.” The lower portion of 
the elbow is composed of the radius 
and the ulnar, which extend Lhruout 
the forearm 
The funny-bone is 
particularly sensitive because of Its 
vulnerable 
location and the face 
that it is next to a large nerve. 
When the 
region 
is 
struck or 
pinched, 
a 
peculiar 
sensation 
spreads down the arm into the hand. 
As with the knee the elbow moves 
in only one direction. 
The range 
cannot be extended beyond 180 de­ 
grees nor flexed to less than 30 de­ 
grees. 
The hinge is held together 
by powerful muscular and fibrous 
supports but can be dislocated or 
fractured by a direct Mow or when 
the individual falls so that all his 
weight is borne on the outstretched 
hand. Healing may not follow im­ 
mobilization in a cast or spline, and 
operation is required. Furthermore, 
nearby nerves and blood vessels so m e . 
times are damaged, leading to un­ 
pleasant complications. 


One of the common disabilities Is 
tennis elbow. The term includes 
numerous afflictions of the joint 
resulting from accidents which were 
described initially in tennis players. 
Altho many tissues can be involved, 
specialists usually are able to dis­ 
tinguish one from another. 
For 
example, when the hinge which Is 
made up of the humerus and radius 
is impaired 
[radiohumeral syno­ 
vitis], the victim complains of pain 
On the outside which is aggravated 
by grasping an object or making a 
fist and often points to a spot th at 
is tender to the touch. 
As the condition progresses, weak­ 
n ess in the forearm becomes evident 
so that objects like a cup, glass, or 
razor are dropped. Others have dif­ 
ficulty in performing the finer move­ 
ments of the hand and forearm as 
buttoning the shirt, tying the tie. or 
writing. Many state that with cer­ 
tain motions there is a grating sen­ 
sation which in some instances can 
actually be heard. 
Stack has devised a test to deter­ 
mine whether this area in tennis 
elbow is involved. 
The victim la 
able to pick up a heavy book such 
as a dictionary or telephone direc­ 
tory by placing the fingers under 
the volume and the thumb above. 
When the 
maneuver is 
reversed, 
however, and the thumb is below 
and the fingers above, weakness and 
pain are so severe that the task can­ 
not be performed. 


In many cases the trouble does 
not lie within the joint but is due 
to injury or strain of the tendons 
and muscles which surround the 
structure. 
Distress 
is noticeable 
whenever the arm Is bent repeat­ 
edly, especially in casting and re­ 
trieving of a fly by the fisherman, 
the use of a screwdriver, the wring­ 
ing of clothes, or the tennis player’s 
gymnastics. Now and then the only 
sign is swelling because of fluid In 
and about the joints spaces [bur­ 
sitis]. 


Practically all disorders of this 
type clear up 
if the 
movements 
which produce pain 
are avoided. 
Too often the subject bends the 
elbow periodically to see IT it still 
hurts. In so doing insult is added 
to injury. By keeping the extremity 
in a sling and the frequent applica­ 
tion of heat by means of hot packs 
or diathermy, relief follows within 
four weeks. 
In others, depending 
upon the cause, surgery is required 
to remove redundant, frayed, or de­ 
tached 
ligaments 
or membranes. 
These abnormalities would 
never 
disappear spontaneously, regardless 
of rest or external applications.

than twice as safe as riding in an automobile over 
compar alive distances” 
is still far I rom safe enough, but no one 
talks about giving up riding in automobiles despite 
th e sen* of thousands of persons killed in highway 
crash** every year. 
Trains are no* leaving stations 
w ith empty passenger coaches as a jesuit of the recent 
aeries of railroad wrecks.

Decadence That Follows Cited

The demand made by Secretary 
of Ute Treasury Snyder on ex-Sec- 
retary Morgenthau for the return of 
800 volumes of an alleged "diary.’* 
as the property of the United States, 
highlights the moral decadence that 
always follows in the train of too 
much power held too long.

Not only are elections fre­ 
quent in time and non-post po nmble, 
but our state constitutions are full 
of absolute prohibitions against gov­ 
ernors. etc., being elected for more 
than one or two terms. 
In 
time, 
public 
officials 
ease 
themselves into the pleasing notion 
th at public property becomes their 
private property. They extend their 
perquisites and emoluments. They 
begin to dip their fingers into the 
UU. 
Argument far Amendment 
The Snyder-Morgenthau incident 
should be a strong argument for a 
constitutional amendment forbid­ 
ding any President from holding 
office for more than one or two 
terms. The Presidential office should 
be like the honor of Caesar'6 wife. 
Elliott Roosevelt is just back from 
Interviewing Stalin. Young Roose­ 
velt holds no office In our govern­ 
ment. We do have, however, an am­ 
bassador in Moscow. He is the one 
through whom the exchange of 
views on internaUonal policy should 
flow 
And as they flow 
(unless 
secret), they should become the 
public property of all the Amefiran 
people. Instead. Elliott Roosevelt, 
using his father s prestige, obtains 
from Stalin statements laudatory 
ol his lather and, by implication.

WASHINGTON. Feb 4 — A new 
liberalism is coming back to Amer­ 
ica through the Republican Con­ 
gress. 
Instead of sitting by and letting 
Judicial “Interpretation" take away 
fundamental rights which were re­ 
served to the people under the Con­ 
stitution. the new Congress is going 
to let the people decide how and 
when they waif! to change the Con­ 
stitution. 
At least two important constitu­ 
tional amffidments have been intro­ 
duced—one limiting presidential ten­ 
ure to two terms of four years each 
and the other prescribing that all 
federal justices shall hold office for 
ten years and be subject to re­ 
appointment by the President and 
confirmation by the Senate. 
The new proposal for a change in 
the life tenure of Justices has just 
been introduced by Representative 
Lawrence H. Smith, Republican, of 
Wisconsin, who has served several 
years in the House and is one of its 
able members. 
It is proposed that the Justices, 
including those of the Supreme 
Court, shall be checked periodically 
by the people after ten years of ser­ 
vice and that present Justices shall, 
not serve beyond ten years after 
they took tile oath of office or not 
after Dec. 31, 1948. whichever Is 
earlier, but that they may be eligi­ 
ble for reappointment. 
Charges Courts Have Been “Packed” 
Representative Smith points out 
that the federal courts have been 
"packed” with New Dealers and that 
the Supreme Court, particularly in 
the "portal to portal” ca*e. has been 
upsurging legislative functions. 
It has been erroneously said by 
some observers that the new plan 
proposes to do what was condemned 
generally when in 1937 the late 
President Roosevelt—indignant over 
the decisions of the Justices then 
sitting because they refused to hold 
valid hts New Deal law.*—tried to 
enlarge and “pack” the court. 
But what Mr. Smith proposes Is 
the exact opposite. 
The Roosevelt 
scheme was to try to do by a statute 
what the Constlution forbade. The 
method suggested by Mr. Smith is to 
ask the people to change the Con­ 
stitution. 
The idea of protesting 
against Supreme Court decisions is 
not novel. 
Abraham Lincoln once 
said Supreme Court decisions were 
not "irrevocable” and that the peo­ 
ple had the final say. 
They do— 
that is. they can have the final say 
by utilizing the machinery prescrib­ 
ed In the Constitution itself 
Thus, when the Supreme Court 
many years ago held that an income 
tax could not be levied by the fed­ 
eral treasury, the matter was sub­ 
mitted to the people and by consti­ 
tutional amendment they bestowed 
on the federal government that 
taxing power. 
Despite the fact that centralized 


government in Washington has since 
1933 taken over many powers which 
for decades were rights never before 
delegated to the Federal government 
by the people—as. for instance, con­ 
trol over wages and hours—not a . 
single constitutional amendment has I 
been submitted to the people since 
1933. 
Tills is because appointees 
who believe in restricting the power 
of the people and taking away their 
rights have been sitting on the Su­ 
preme Court bench. And the Con­ 
gress has, in effect, been in collu­ 
sion with the Court because reac­ 
tionary majorities have declined to 
submit vital issues of constitutionai 
power to the people for their de­ 
cision. 
Roosevelt Ridiculed Idea 
The late President Roosevelt ridi­ 
culed the idea'of amending the Con­ 
stitution 
in the way 
prescribed 
therein. 
In a radio address on 
March 9. 1937, speaking in support 
of his "court packing” plan, Mr. 
Roosevelt said: 
“I have thus explained to you the 
reasons that lie behind our efforts 
to secure results by legislation with­ 
in the Constitution. I hope that 
thereby the difficult process of con­ 
stitutional amendment may be ren­ 
dered 
unnecessary. 
But 
let 
us 
examine that process. 
"There are many types of amend­ 
ment proposed. Each one is radic­ 
ally different from the other. There 
is no substantial group within the 
Congress or outside it who are 
agreed on any single amendment 
"It would take months or years 
to get substantial agreement upon 
the type and language of an amend­ 
ment. It would take months and 
years thereafter to get a two-thirds 
majority rn favor of that amend­ 
ment In both Houses of Congress. 
"Then 
would 
come 
the 
long 
course of 
ratification by three- 
fourths of all the st ates. No amend­ 
ment which any powertul economic 
interests or the leaders of any 
powerful political party have had 
reason to oppose has ever been rati­ 
fied within anything like a reason­ 
able 
time. 
And 
thirteen 
states 
which contain only five percent of 
the voting population can block 
ratification even though the thirty- 
five states with ninety-five percent 
of the population are In favor of it *

Mrs. Fazenbaker was described by 
authorities as “spending too much 
time in beer parlors and other 
places, drinking and neglecting to 
care for her children. 
One official yesterday commented, 
"now are can understand why the 
oldest boy, Billy, ran away from 
home and got into trouble.” 
Sheriff Muir, usually pretty genial 
and friendly was too upset yester­ 
day to talk much about the case 
He did say. however, “I ve got these 
children on my hands and no place 
for them to sleep, and nothing to 
do anything with. This sort of thing 
is happening too often and some­ 
thing should be done. 
Juvenile Court attaches spent all 
afternoon contacting various agen­ 
cies in an effort to find a place for 
the small children. 
Mrs. Elinor M. Westerfeld, execu­ 
tive secretary of the Allegany County 
Welfare Board was contacted and 
she explained that they have no 
provisions to take care of emerg­ 
ency situation such as this. 
She told the News last night that 
the Welfare Board has licensed 28 
foster homes in Allegany County, 
where 56 children 
are now being 
cared for. She explained that any 
family which will care for children 
and can pass a rigid inspection and 
meet state qualifications, can be 
licensed to care for minors. 
But it 
is not lawful, under state regula­ 
tions. to Just put them anywhere, 
even in an 
emergency, 
she ex­ 
plained. 
Need Emergency Home 
Mrs. 
Westerfeld 
declared 
the 
Board has the funds and will pro­ 
vide help • to any 
family in

county which has space for emerg­ 
encies of this kind. 
She said the 
Board will pay up to $50 per month 
as a retainer, and $1.25 per day per 
child for the care of such situations 
as this. 
Thus far, the board has 
been unable to find a family inter­ 
ested and qualified. 
M ajor Elmer Wall of the Salvation 
Army was contacted and he was 
sympathetic with the situation, but 
explained that due to new regula­ 
tions. he is prohibited from caring 
for children, because the Citadel is 
not licensed since it is not prop­ 
erly equipped. Mrs. Westerfeld con­ 
firmed this by saying the place is 
not licensed by the Welfare Board 
because 
facilities are 
inadequate, 
there are not proper provisions for 
children, and no fire escapes. 
The Allegany Hospital had no 
beds and is already overcrowded. 
Miss Jeanette Bonig. of Associated 
Charities made an effort to find a

BIO PINEY. Wyo. — This cold, 
little W y o m i n g mountain town 
makes the newspapers more often 
probably than any other small town 
in the country. 
It isn t at all uncommon for 
stories about 
weather conditions 
throughout the nation to include 
the statement that “the coldest spot 
in the country was Big Piney, Wyo., 
with 20 degrees below zero.” 
Now the Weather Bureau has 
come up with an explanation of 
why 
the 
241 
residents 
of 
this 
cattle-raising community enjoy the 
distinction of being the “nation’s 
icebox.” 
The Weather Bureau blames It 
on a "cold air drainage” off the 
mountains lying to the west of the 
town which is situated in a moun­ 
tain valley of 6,820 feet altitude. 
"Masses of cold air drain off the 
mountain range into the valley just 
like streams of water,” the Weather 
Bureau explained. 
"There is also an elevation to the 
east. This enclosure prevents the 
wind from* sweeping out cold air 
and warming up the valley.** 
Cold weather is almost a year 
around proposition. Big Piney had 
only a 61-day growing season last 
year, compared with 148 growing 
days at Cheyenne, some 300 miles 
to the southeast.

A lthough the total num ber of per­ 
sons assisted dropped 
from 6,291 
in 1945 to 3,631 last year, total ex­ 
penditures increased from $6,600 to 
$8,767 in th e sam e period.

m ust be helped pending receipt of 
pensions,

cases young veterans who are re­
